Continuation of 13. Other: The amended claim language to independent claims 2 and 3 is directed towards the functional language of the 
intended use of the spray port, not to a further limition of the structure and therefore does not overcome the prior art rejection. 

Regarding Applicant's assertions as to the nozzle taught by Arai not disclosing a smaller opening than the hose 58 or connecting member 
57, Applicant is referred to Figure 6 of Arai which shows the nozzle of a decreasing diameter. Applicant is further referred to Merriam 
Webster which defines "nozzle" as "a short tube with a taper or constriction used (as on a hose) to speed up or direct a flow of fluid". It is 
noted that a taper with a nozzle is well known in the art for the express purpose of providing mists as is shown in Figure 6 of Arai. It is 
further noted that Merriam Webster teaches that "atomize" means "to reduce to minute particles or to a fine spray" as is shown in Figure 6 
of Arai. 
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
